Youth agencies which benefit 
from the fund include Boy Scouts, 
Girl Guides, Canadian Girls in 
Training, Central Boys' Club, Boys- 
dale Camp, Navy League of Can¬ 
ada, Rosary Hall, St. Mary's Home 
Technical School, Sisters of Service

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Some Questions 
And Answers 

In response to questions received 
by fund officials, the following 
has been produced as a com¬ 
posite of skeptical questions ask¬ 
ed: 

Who uses the United Community 
Fund Services? 

One or more persons uses one 
or more of the agency services 
during the course of the year. 
What area is covered by the 
United Fund? 

The 46 agencies in the United 
Fund of Greater Edmonton serve 
the people in the entire area. This 
includes Beverly, St. Albert, Jas¬ 
per Place, Namao, Sherwood 
Park and Griesbach. 

Aren't fees charged by some 
service agencies? 

Yes, fees are charged according 
to ability to pay. The United Fund 
makes up the difference between 
amounts received from fees and 
other sources and the total cost 
of services. In this way, services 
are denied to no one. Those who 
cannot pay are given services 
free. 

Why have a united campaign? 

To combine 46 separate appeals 
in one and to eliminate compe¬ 
titive appeals. 

I pay for my children to belong 

— why should 1 give? 

Fees and dues do not come 
close to covering the actual cost 
of maintaining services. If the 
membership fee was based on 
actual costs, a great many boys 
and girls could not take advan 
tage of them. 

How can I get service?

Why aren't all drives in the 

United Fund? 

Any worthwhile agency, serving 
a useful purpose, has been in¬ 
vited to join the Fund — in short, 
an "OPEN DOOR" policy. Any 
agency, which is not a member 
of the United Fund, has of its own 
choice declined to participate. 

Are commissions paid to can¬ 
vassers? 

Absolutely not.

They are not. The United Fund 
method of united fund-raising is 
the most economical and efficient 
in existence.
